I  'beg  to  submitmy  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1925 


Your  District  covers  on  area  of  2,  844  acres. 

POPULATION : -  1 , 330 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1925  was  686 
giving  a  population  of  4.88  per  house,  o,nd  according  to  the 
acreage  a  population  of  1. 17  per  acre 
Houses  rated  at  £10  and  over:-  69 

Rateable  value  for  District  Rate  purposes:-  £1143 -1-1 2- 6

INDUSTRIES. 

The  industries  of  the  Town  are  (l)  Tin  Works  and  (2)  Brickworks* 

BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE:- 

The  number  of  children  born  alive  and  registered  during  the  12 
months  ending  December  31st  1925  was  65,  equal  to  the  birth  rate  of  19.  4 
per  1,000.  Of  these  39  were  males  and  26  females.  Number  of  deaths  15 
registered  46,  equal  to  a  morality  rate  of  13*73  per  1>  000.  Of  these/were 
.rides  and  31  females.  2  of  these  were  males  and  4  females  65  years  of  age 
.and  over,  whilst  9  of  these  were  under  1  year,  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
latter  being  :-  2.68. 

‘THE  WATER  SUPPLY 

’  The  water  supply  for  drinking  purposes  is  obtained  from  surface 

wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district 
CAPES  SUL  WELL: - 

This  yields  a  minimum  supply  of  about  2),  000  gallons  per  24 
hours.  The  water  is  carried  in  mains  and  distributed  to  most  of  the  houses 

■  Y.YNYDDYGA3REG  SUPPLY:  - 

With  the  aid  of  Hydraulic  Rams  this  gives  a  minimum  flow  of 
9,a00  gallons  w er  24  hours.  This  water  is  also  carried  in  mains  and  public 
fountains  placed  along  the  road-side  with  the  exception  of  5  houses  which  ar 
connected  to  the  Mains  District 

DRAINAGE : - 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Drainage  System. 

SCAVENGING: - 


This  is  done  by  your  c/m  employees  and  is  cleaned  away  5  days 
..-er  week  in  the  most  populous  parts  of  the  District,  and  evrery  week  or  so  in 
one  remaining  parts.  Throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  District  the  house 
refuse  is  placed  in  receptacles  in  the  main  thoroughfare  in  readiness  for*tn 
Council  Cart  to  remove  it  in  the  morning  between  8  and  11-32
